Afr. Elwell was l)orn in Gloucester in 1847, 
and (lied in Na])les in 1912, Lie started the 
study of Art while yonn^', and wdien twenty- 
li\ e years of age went to Antwerp to continue 
his studies. During this ])criod he ]3ainted two 
of his best known A\orks, a ‘A^^iew of Ant- 
werp,” and the “Dunes of Donibergd’ He re- 
turned to exhibit his wo)rk, and later went to 
Venice, where he remained several years. 
Ten years ago Mr. Elwell returned to Airie]*- 
ica and set up a studio at Magnolia, and after- 
wards at East Gloucester. Many of his paint- 
ings are owned in this city, and many are at 
the SaAvver Free Tub rare in Gloucester.
